As though this was 
not bad enough, young boys can be 
seen orery day ou the streets puffing 
away at their cigarette and trying to 
emulate their elders in the core ed art 
of inhaling the smoke. In view of the 
fact that cignrette smoking, especially 
where the smeka was inhaled or blown 
through the nostrils, was an evil to 
growing-up lads almost as fatal as the 
toy piatol, investigations into, and ex- 
periments on, the subject were made 
some time ago. One physician called 
attention to the fact that if tobacco 
smoke be instantly ejected from the 
month and throat before descending in 
to the chest, and be made to pass 
through a cambric handkerchief drawn 
tightly across the open lips, a perma- 
nent, deep jellow stain, corresponding 
in size to the opening between the lips, 
and having numerous spots of a darker 
fane pervading it, will be left ou the 
handkerchief; bnt the prolonged puff 
from the chest after inhalation from a 
oigaretU fails, under similar circum- 
stances, to produce any but a scarcely 
perceptible and speedily evanescent 
mark. What in the latter case becomes 
of the substance which stains? This 
physician thinks it remains in the 
Ivngs, and be therefore condemns the 
common manner of smoking cigarettes 
as dangerous.
